place, Kilmainham, was charged 
with having, on or about the llth 
March, 1935, obtained from Miss Heiens 
Sullivan, 38 Harcourt street, Dublin, the 
sum of £90 by falsely pretending that ne 
could purchase a partuership in a clothing 
manufacturing company about to be opened 
by a man named Crawford, to be called the 
Helena Clothing Company, and that Helena 
Sullivan could secure employment as a book- 
keeper in the company when established. Ho 
was further charged with fraudulently con- 
verting the money to his own use. 

Senator P. Lynch, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr. 
Herman Good, solicitor, defended. 

Opening the case for the State, Senator 
Lynch said that on coming of age in April, 
1934, Miss Sullivan became entitled to a sum 
of money, and received £180 as her share 
of property formerly held by her parents in 
Tara street, Dublin. With her savings in 
bank, she hatl £220. Before 1934 she had 
known Dooley, who was then a clerk in the 
Great Southern Railways. Shortly after she 
received the money he borrowed from her 
£30 to buy a secondhand motor car. Subse- 
quently she lent him £10 to repair the car. 
Some time afterwards he borrowed from Miss 
Sullivan £70 to purchase another car. In 
all, he got three or four sums of money from 
her at various times. On or about llth 
March, 1935, he got from Miss Sullivan £90 
for the purpose of investing it on her behalf 
in a clothing company which was about to 
be formed. ‘When he approached Miss Sulli- 
van in regard to this sum, Dooley told her 
that he had left his position in the Great 
Southern Railways, and that a man named 
Crawford was going to start a clothing 
factory, and would take him in as partner 
rovided he invested £100 in the concern. 
liss Sullivan agreed to give him £90 to 
invest in the company in both their interests. 
Prior to all this the parties were on very 
friendly terms, and there was talk of 
marriage. She drew all the money she had 
from the bank, and gave it to Dooley, leaving 
herself penniless except for £3. So far as 
the police were aware there was no such 
person as Crawford. When she asked to see 
the factory Miss Sullivan was brought by 
Dooley to a house in Essex street, but on 
atrival there he said he had forgotten the 
kevs, and they could not get into the place. 
She never saw the inside of the supposed 
factory, and, as far as was known, no busi- 
ness was ever carried on there. It appeared 
that a place had been secured in Essex street 
for such a factory on a monthly letting, 
but after the first month the letting ceased. 


GIRL’S EVIDENCE 


Miss Sullivan, giving evidence, said that 
she was now 22 years of age, and first 
became acquainted with ‘rhe ad in 1932, 
when he was a clerk in the Great Southern 
Railways, and was a constant visitor at her 
parents’ home. She bore out counsel’s 
statement, and said in reference to the 
motor cars that the understanding was when 
they were sold she was to receive the 
amounts obtained for them. She never got 
Ss the monev back. 
hen she gave him the £90 to be invested 
in the clothing factory the understanding 
was that she was to be employed as a book- 
keeper there. 
When she had given all her money to 
Dooley he disappeared, and she did not see 
or hear from him for several weeks. After 
some time, however, she received a telephone 
call from him, and when she asked about the 
money he said that he had put it on horses 
which had lost. 
_ She had seen Dooley driving about the city 
in the car which she had given him the 
money to purchase. | 
_Mr. J. Murphy, of the Companies’ Registra- 
tion Office, said there was no such company 
registered as the Helena Clothing Company. 
Mr. L. Lewis, owner of the premises 28 
Essex street, gave evidence of letting the 
premises to Dooley, who held them from April 
2nd to May 8th, 193%. 
Detective-Sergeant O'Neill said that when 
he charged and cautioned Dooley he replied: 
“I did not obtain the money by false pre- 
tences.”” To the charge of fraudulent con- 
version he said “ Not guilty ” 
Guard O'Donnell, Dun Laoghaire, said that 
he arrested Dooley at onkstowna op 
December 11th. 


DEFENDANT’S CASE 


Giving evidence for the defence, Mathew 
Dooley said that he had been engaged with 
the Great Southern Railways for about six 
vears, mostly as a tractor driver. He said 
that the suggestions about purchasing the 
motor cars were not his. Miss Sullivan 
offered to give him the money to buy a car. 
After leaving the railway company he got 
employment with a Mr. Lewis and Mr. Craw- 
ford, who were partners in business at 
Clarendon street. The partnership was 
broken off, and then Mr. Crawford.gaid that 
he was willing to take witness as partner if 
he invested £100. He approached Miss Sulli- 
van, who prior to that had asked him if he 
could start some business. She was willing 
to help him start with Mr, Crawford, but 
when she saw the premises she did not like 
the look of them, and suggested that he 
start some business of his own. There was 
never any mention that the money was to be 
invested in both their interests. He took a 
Mr. Byrne as a working partner, and spent 
about £55 in fitting up a factory in re 
street, Byrne left at the end of the first 
week. 
Questioned by Mr. Herman Good as to his 
relations with Miss Sullivan, witness said 
that several times he asked her to marry him 
but she refused. I 
In further reply to Mr. Good, witness said 
that he “felt rather ashamed at the way in 
which thinga had turned out, and did not 
go near Miss Sullivan for five or six days 
after the business had closed down.”’ 
He then ‘phoned her, and explained the 
position, and said that he would try to pay 
her back’ the best way he could, some time. 
There had not been any talk of paying back 
before the business was started, but, he said: 
“I felt that, morally speaking, she should 
get it back.” . 
Judge Davitt—The point is, has it been 
paid back ’—No. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, K.C., wit- 
ness said that if the business was successful 
the idea was that they were to get marrie:l, 
and that was the main thing. If it had come 
to that, he said, ‘‘ we both would have con- 
sidered the £90 well invested.” 
Further cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, 
witness said that Miss Sullivan bought the 
first eg for “go to drive te. two & them 
around in, and he +g car belon 
to him.

LIVE STOCK IN FAIR 
CONDITION 


— ->- --— 


ASTURES were bare during the month 
PP of February and afforded only a 

negligible amount of keep for live stock. 
Supplies of hay are considerably reduced, 
and care will be needed in husbanding stocks 
during the next two months in order to tide 
over the period until grass is again available. 
Adequate supplies of roots and grain were 
on hands on most farms at the close of the 
month to meet all normal requirements during 
the remainder of the season, 
Live stock were reported to be healthy and 
in fair condition. Outbreaks of fluke disease 
were reported from some districts, but pre- 
ventive measures were generally adopted and 
the number of fatalities was not serious, 


CEREALS 


During the month maltsters re-opened 
their marketing houses for the purchase of 
barley, and took a considerable portion of 
the surplus of that grain off the market. The 
demand for oats remained practically un- 
changed. Considerable stocks remain on 
merchants’ hands. ' 


FLAX AND POTATOES 


The greater part of the flax crop had been 
scutched and disposed of at the close of the 
month. The quality of the fibre was generally 
good, and the yield exceptionally so. De- 
mand for fibre during the month was not so 
keen. Prices ranged from 60s. to 80s. per 
cwt., according to quality. Indications point 
to a considerable expansion of the acreage 
under flax during the coming season, 

In the districts where potatoes are grown 
for the export trade considerable quantities 
were shipped during the month at prices 
ranging from £5 to £3 10s. per ton to the 
grower. Large supplies fre still available. 
Stocks of seed are practically all cleared. 
The tubers kept well in the pits. 


WINTER WHEAT 


Weather conditions during the first three 
weeks of February continued unfavourable 
for the sowing of winter wheat, but the spell 
of better weather experienced at the ed of 
the month was availed of by growers in 
every county to get in the seed they had 
been holding for such an opportunity. The 
general tenor of the reports received from all 
over the country would indicate that at the 
close of the month the total area sown from 
the beginning of the season to that date was 
approximately the same as at the correspond- 
ing date last year, while preparations had 
been made on a considerable scale for the 
sowing of spring wheat during the early 
days of March. Untortunstals, owever, the 
available supplies of spring wheat are some- 
what limited. 

The relatively small area under catch crops 
made fairly satisfactory progress, having re- 
gard to the unfavourable weather conditions.

SHEEP AND PIGS 


Flocks were maintained in good health 
generally during the month. As already 
mentioned, spasmodic outbreaks of liver fluke 
disease were reported, but in most cases the 
preventive measures adopted proved effective, 
and comparatively few fatalities occurred. 

Lambing began early in the month, and 
prcgressed satisfactorily with comparatively 
few losses, notwithstanding the inclemency of 
the weather. The crop of lambs so far was 
about average. 

Markets were well supplied with sheep. 
Prices ranged up to 50s. for fat sheep. The 
market for fat lambs had not opened up 
sufficiently to enable prices to be quoted. 

The numbet of pigs on offer at the various 
marketing centres in Saorstat Eireann dur- 
ing the month of February was about the 
same as in the preceding month. Average 
prices for pigs suitable for the bacon curing 
industry advanced from 5ls. per cwt. dead- 
weight at the beginning of the month to 55s. 
at the close. he latter figure is approxi- 
maely equivalent to 41s, 3d. per cwt. on 
the live weight basis. Pigs of porker 
weight realised prices averaging between 
45s. to Sls. per cwt: dead-weight. Bonhams 
were offered in usual supply at prices rang- 
ing from 14s. to 24s. each, according to 
quality and district. Breeding stocks were 
well maintained. | 

The horse fairs held during the month 
showed no marked change, and no special 
feature worthy of record, 


MILK SUPPLIES 


The supplies of milk reaching the crea- 
meries during the month of February were 
above the average for the season, 
delivered to creameries during the month of 
January realised 534d. per gallon, with 
separated milk returned to producers. Milk 
collected in the counties adjacent to Dublin 
for retail sale in Dublin returned 7d. to 84d. 
per gallon to the producers,

The importance of providing ample accom- 
modation for the young growing chickens may 
again be emphasised. Overcrowding is the 
most common cause of general unthriftiness 
and losses during the rearing stages, besider 
being conducive to the spread of disease. 
Adequate accommodation should, therefore, 
be provided in hovers, brooders and rearing- 
houses. Only 100 chicks should be placed in 
a hover or brooder of 150-chick capacity, while 
an allowance of about one square foot of floor 
space to every two chickens in the rearing 
house is necessary. 

The value of direct sunlight for young, 
growing chickens should always be appre- 
ciated, and the windows or shutters of the 
rearing house left. open whenever weather 
conditions permit. 

Turkey hens for breeding should be fed 
on a suitable laying mash once daily from 
now onwards. A suitable mash mixture for 
this purpose is ó parts bran, 4 parts pollard, 
2 parts maize meal, and 1 part fish meal or 
meat and bone meal. In addition, a grain 
mixture consisting of oats and cracked maize 
should be given in the evening before the 
birds go to roost. Suitable feeding of the 
breeding stock will influence the number of 
eggs laid and aid in producing vigorous, easily 
reared chicks,

RULES TO BE ENFORCED 


OUNTY Meath delegates were respon- 
( sible for the decision of the National 

Ploughing Association to enforce all 
the rules at, future championship ploughing 
competitions. As newcomers in this particu- 
lar field of activity, the Meath men have 
shown a strong desire to carry out the rules 
in the letter and the spirit. They did so at 
their own county contest, and were astonished 
to find that at the inter-county ploughing 
competition at Tullamore some of the rules 
were broken by competitors who were not 
penalised. Breaches of Rule 8 were parti- 
cularly noticeable, and only by County Meath 
men, but by others, although no comment on 
this was made until the annual meeting ol 
the National Ploughing Association at Balls- 
bridge, 


Using Hands for Packing 


Rule 8 provides that: ‘“‘ A competitor using 
his hands or feet for the purpose of altering 
the position of his middle sods after they 
have Jeft the board of the plough shall, after 
being duly warned, lose marks at the rate of 
5 marks for first offence and 10 for a second 
breach of the same rule. It will, however. 
not be a breach of this rule to use the plough 
for this purpose by running it not more than 
twice in the same furrow, or to press home 
a sod with the foot while still holding the 
handles of the plough moving along.” 

It was stated that hands and feet were 
freely used for moving the sods, contrary to 
the rules, by some ploughmen, to the disad- 
vantage of those who were more c@n- 
scientious. One Meath delegate said that 
the way in which the rules were carried out 
was a discredit to the organisation, 


Too Many Helpers 


Objection wag also made to the abuse of 
the rule allowing helpers. This permits each 
competitor to have a helper to assist him by 
taking measurements, helping in adjusting 
the plough, and performing other services, 
but the helper must not handle the plough 
except on the headland. A special duty of 
the helper is to prevent any other person 
from following the competitor along the plot. 
From. statements made at the meeting it 
would seem that some ploughmen had more 
than one helper, and some of the competitors 
had a man leading their horses. In such a 
vase it was felt by the speaker that the com- 
— should have been disqualified for not 
ving able to handle Lis horses, even though 
they were not his own. 

Mr. J. J. Bergin, Hon. Secretary, stated 
that if the committee imposed penalties for 
such breaches they would produce a 
state of affairs that would be unsatisfac- 
lory to everyone. They had built up the 
organisation on a policy of give and take, 
and the committee had agreed that the rules 
should not be strictly enforced. The special 
stewards appointed were told to use their 
discretion and be tactful. If the delegates 
knew all the details they would agree that 
es * ri aa — had been taken. 

o pperary representative pro- 
tested that Rule 8 should sither be násmid 
or abolished. Instructors in agriculture ap- 
pointed as stewards, he said, would see that 
the rules were observed, if the committee 
wished them to do so.

DIFFICULTIES IN MILK 
PRODUCTION 


AN EXPERT'S ADVICE 


NE of the commonest sources of trouble 
0 in milk production, said Mr. H. O'H. 
O'Neill, in a recent broadcast from 
Belfast, arises from failure to reject the 
first few streams of milk from each teat. 
This portion of the milk usually contains 
dirt, and should not be included with the 
rest of the milk. The first streams are often 
milked on to the ground. This is a very 
objectionable practice, which may lead to 
other troubles later. This milk should be 
collected in a tin and used only for feeding 
stock. A very good system to adopt is 
the use of a special tin which is rhage on 
with a false lid. Workers using this type 
of tin are able to detect udder trouble in 
its early stages by noticing traces of blood 
or curd on the false lid. 
I would, he said, advise all milk producers 
to provide overalls for your milkers. §uit- 
able one-piece types of overalls, which can 
be worn over working clothes, can easily 
be made at home. 


Milk With Dry Hands 


There is one very bad habit which most 
frequently leads to milk of poor keeping 
quality being produced, and that is milking 
with wet hands. This practice is quite 
common amongst certain producers and their 
employees, and it cannot be condemned too 
strongly. I would impress upon all of you, 
as firmly as I can, the necessity for making 
certain that your workers milk with dry 
hands, At the same time, I want to em- 
%hasise the importance of washing the hands 
fore milking, and of rinsing them after 
milking each cow: A small wash basin and 
a clean towel should be provided for the pur-

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PROTECTING CROPS 
FROM BIRDS 
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SOME SUGGESTIONS 
Deis for the protection of crops 


against birds are numerous, but it is 

not easy to formulate any method that 
is of real value. The chief difficulty attend- 
ing the use of any device is that birds soon 
become used to its presence and are quick to 
realise its harmlessness ; in short, ‘‘ familiarity 
breeds contempt.’’ The result is that, how- 
ever effective such devices may be for a short 
period, they usually cease to be of use before 
the crops which they are designed to protect 
have reached a saíe stage of growth, or, as 
regards fruit crops, before they can be 
gathered. 

‘The bind-scaring devices adopted by farmers, 
gardeners and others are many and various, 
but they may be roughly divided into four 
categories: (1) those producing noises, and 
(2) movement; (ó) imitations of creatures 
that birds have learned to regard as enemies, 
and (4) preventive devices such as netting, 
cotton, thread, etc. 

In category (1) the use of guns, clappers, 
rattles and other noise-producing implements 
may be effective, provided that a sufficient 
nimber of persons is employed and that the 
noises are made fairly continuously, It is, 
however, difficult, if not impossible, for the 
average farmer to employ a sufficient number 
of human bird-scarers adequately to cover his 
land. On small holdings’ and gardens the 
task is less difficult, but is still far from easy 
of accomplishment. It may be mentioned 
that there are on the market automatic field 
clock guns and other machines which produce 
loud noises at regular intervals, and it has 
been claimed that good results have accrued 
from their use. 


Scarecrows 


The principal and most popular item in 
category (ó) is the time-honoured “‘ scare- 
crow,’ usually composed of an assortment of 
human apparel, draped on a pole or a wooden 
frame, and often badly put together. Ot 
this device also little good can be said, al- 
though there is one method of placing such 
a bird-scare that is sometimes effective on 
poultry farms. Poultry breeders are ‘often 
much troubled by carrion crows—exceedingly 
cunning birds, which do great damage by 
stealing eggs and killing and carrying away 
young chickens. If there is a hedge, not too 
dense, near the poultry runs, and a scare- 
crow in human hu be partially concealed 
therein, the crows will usually keep away, 
being at all times wary and suspicious of 
man and not being able to see sufficiently 
clearly to determine whether or not the 
crouching figure is alive. This plan has been 
found to be effective with other ‘predatory 
birds, and it is possible that its use on horti- 
cultural land might be worth while. 

The flat, imitation cats of metal that are 
sometimes seen in gardens are of little use if 
continuously kept in the same places, even 
though they may be arranged so that they 
swing in the wind. Better results will be 
obtained if they are moved to fresh 
positions each night. The practice of 
suspending dead crows or other birds 
that have been killed has little to reocm- 
mend it, but it is worthy of note that a dead 
rook or crow that has been pulled to pieces 
is apparently much more effective. The por- 
tions. of the body, wings, etc., should be 
stiewh about and left lying on the g: ound, 


The Best Way 


In category (4) will be found the most use- 
ful and practicable of protective measures. 
Netting of a suitable size and mesh is un- 
douhtedly the best for the protection of 
strawberries, cherries, and other horticul- 
tural crops, but the provision of sufficient 
netting to cover a large plot or a number of 
trees is expensive. For some plots, the next 
in order of merit is thread or Cotton, crossed 
at close intervals a few inches above the 
ground, and affixed to wooden pegs. Dlack 
thread or cotton is by far the b-st, since 
birds often fail to notcie it before s'vikin 
it, hence it has the element of su:mrise, col 
birds are naturally scared by coming into 
contact with anything that suggests a snare 
or trap. Many gardeners have obtamed 
good results from the use of narrow black 
‘*hat”’’ elastic; it is necessary to employ 
only a few strands, which are stretched 
tightly across the plot about 6 in. above 
the soil. The elastic vibrates in the wind, 
even in a light breeze, and the resultant 
humming appears to fmghten sparrows and 
other birds.

To ensure efficient sterilisation of utensils, 
a reliable thermometer should be fitted to 
the sterilising chest. Steam should be turned 
‘on slowly and the temperature brought up 
to 210 deg. F., and the contents of the 
chest maintained at that temperature for at 
least twenty, or, better still, thirty minutes, 
After sterilisation, the door of the sterlising 
chest should be opened slightly for a few 
minutes to allow excess steam to escape, and 
then closed again. The utensils should not 
be removed from the sterilising chest until 
they are wanted again.

HARVESTING THE CROP 
~JNCLUDING his address to the Irish 


Gardeners’ Association on “ Commer- 
cial Onion-Growing,’* Mr. Liam J. 

Chambers, Instructor in Horticulture and 
Bee-keeping, Co. Dublin, expressed surprise 
at the number of experienced onion-growers 
who did not seem to know when their crops 
were .ready for lifting. While in charge at 
the Mater Hospital in 1952 he created a 
sensation by having practically three tons of 
first-class opions for sale after having daily 
supplied seven hospital kitchens. 
mmediately the tops fall over, even though 
they be still green, up comes the crop. In 
this particular case all bulbs, with the excep- 
tion of thick-necked ones, were hanked, two 
hanks tied together, loaded in a farm cart 
and taken to the hay-shed, on the roof of 
which I had wires stretched at twelve inches 
apart. The cart was pulled in and a plank 
placed across the wires. The weight of the 
bulhs buckled the shed, but the bulbs were 
certainly saved splendidly.

My colleague, Mr. Gray, and myself laid 
down 26 plots last season, and the two 
varieties we used were Up-to-Date and Giant 
Zittau.

onions. 

The quota system operating in September 
and October will encourage early sale, whereas 
rowers who store and dry their bulbs are 
feft unprotected. Why not extend the quota 
period to cover the Christmas trade in 
onions ?

DRY ROT IN POTATOES 


————--—— 
D'w the past few seasons dry rob 


has been much more’ prevalent than 
usual in England. Complaints are 
usually more prevalent concerning seed irom 
Scotland than from elsewhere, although this 
may be partly accounted for by the fact that 
such large quantities of Scottish seed go to 
England. 
One of the peculiarities of the disease 18 
that, although infection by the fungus con- 
cerned occurs in all probability at the time o! 
digging, and is to a very large extent, 1! 
not entirely, due to the extremely rough 
treatment to which the new tubers are sub- 
jected at that time, yet unmistakable signs 
of infection are slow in making themselves 
evident, because the tuber itself possesses 
for some weeks after digging an inheren! 
resistance to the progress of the fungus in 
its tissues. However, by the turn of the 
year, if not earlier, and from then up to 
planting time, this resistance disappears and 
the symptoms characteristic of this form o! 
rot beeome more and more evident as time 
goes on. Hence it is that seed potatoes, 
although apparently free from disease when 
examined in the autumn, may be so seriously 
affected with dry rot when planting time 
comes that they: are useless, 


Caution Needed 


All seed tubers that show signs of 
‘digger’? or similar damage should 
be regarded with suspicion, Moreover, 
tubers that have become cracked oF 
split owing to rough treatment after 
digging, or in transit, are undesirable, 
since secondary infections commonly arise 
through wounds produced in this way. 
Cutting seed potatoes into sets from a con- 
signment in which dry rot is prevalent 1s a 
dangerous practice, because the cut surfaces 
are ideal for spore infection. Similarly, 
cutting off the diseased portions of an 
affected tuber and planting the apparently 
healthy part is risky, and leads eventually to 
many misses in the field. If cutting 1s un- 
avoidable, the hands and knives of the 
cutters should be kept disinfected with a 
solution such as weak formalin. In the. old 
days the use of sulphur or lime, or a mixture 
of the two, was often recommended as a 
preventive of dry rot, but it has been shown 
that these materials are useless.

Mr. Fay said that the case raised the ques- 
tion: “ What is a bona fide traveller?” 

Mr. Justice Hanna, on the point of distance, 
said that in these days of 'buses and motor 
cars the minimum distance that a person 
should be required by the Act to travel in 
order to come within the definition clause 
should be twenty or thirty miles. 


Having dealt with the Acts relating to the 
licensing laws, and cited several cases in 
support of the contention that the men 
referred to were not bona fide travellers, Mr. 
Fay said that it had been frequently said by 
judges that the common law could hardly be 
otherwise than in accordance with common- 
sense, and he submitted that it was not good 
law to hold that if a person went any dis- 
tance over the three mile limit that person 
became a traveller all day long. The burden 
of proving that these people were bona fide 
travellers was on the publican. 

Mr. Pringle submitted that where a person 
had taken a journey beyond the statutory 
distance for some purpose other than the pur- 
pose of obtaining drink, that person was a 
bona fide traveller within the meaning of the 
definition clause, and was entitled to have a 
drink. The words bona fide traveller did not 
mean only» a person who was on a journey 
and was breaking his journey. 

Mr. Ryan said tnat the police for a long 
time had been bringing summonses in cases 
similar to tnis. and several times had been 
beaten, and the present appeal really was a 
test case.

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IRISH LAND COMMISSION 
(Examiner's Chambers, at 93 Merrion square.) 
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PRIVILEGE 


Mr. Justice Meredith said that the plaintiff 
had, no doubt, suffered very serious damago 
as the result of the defendants’ action. But 
this action was in essence of a purely nega- 
tive character, and consisted simply of de- 
priving the plaintiff of a hberty in respect 
of matters. entirely under the defendants’ 
control, which liberty, the defendants were 
perfectly free to accord or not to accord as 
they pleased. The fact that the defendants 
professed to bind themselves by certain 
rules in arriving at a decision in regard to 
what in their freedom they would be pleased 
to do, and that they chose to enter upon an 
adjudication as a preliminary to arriving at a 
decision, did not import into the ' trans- 
action a right that was not there 
before. The plaintiff had not alleged 
any breach of contract, no libel 
and no conspiracy—nothing but loss 
of a Jiberty or privilege. with consequent 
loss of the advantages that the liberty cr 
privilege would give him. No legal cause of 
action had been disclosed, and, consequently, 
the plaintiff's action would he dismissed with 
costs. 

The answers of the plaintiff to some of 
the questions put to him in respect of his 
interest in certain greyhounds did not, said 
Mr. Justice Meredith, seem to be altogether 
satisfactory, and, consequently, he did no! 
wish to suggest that he had any opinion that 
the view taken by the defendants of the 
plaintiff's action may not have been in point 
of fact justified. It was the duty of the de- 
fendants to be extremely vigilant in these 
matters, but it was quite clear that the 
defendants did: not give the plaintiff due 
notice of the charge to be brought against 
him, and that he had not an adequate 
opportunity of meeting the charge. He 
trusted that the defendants. in common fair- 
ness, would remedy this injustice, and raise 
no technical objection to an appeal by the 
plaintiff. The punishment meted ont was 
twofold.

The various comments on Ireland imter- 
spersed im the work are equally imterest- 
ing. Speaking of Swift'a career in Trinity, 
he says that ‘the Dean ‘was too con- 
spicnously deficient for regular admission 
to the Bachelorship of Arts, and so he 
obtained his degree by “ special favour—- 
a term used in that University to denote 
want of merit.’”” Writing of Swift's fre- 
quent refusal to give any wine to his 
visitors, he says the mumber of visitors 
became small because “‘im dreland no 
man visits where he cannot drink.” With 
reference to his many ‘fights.on behalf of 
Ireland, Johnson says ‘that Swift truly 
could boast that Ireland was his debtor ; 
for’ it was from the time that he first 
began to ‘patronize the Irish that they 
may date their riches and prosperity.” 
We-may be permitted to ask ourselves 
what would modern Irish politicians say 
of this statement. He goes on to say that 
it was Swift who taught us “to claim 
those rights which they have at last estab- 
lished.”’” He -eonchudes the work with a 
lengthy quotation from Dr. Delany, who 
sums up the Dean's life in one. pithy 
sentence: “He lived a blessing, he died 
a benefactor, and his name will ever live 
an honour to Ireland.” 


A Costly Comma 


Printers’ typographical errors, especially 
since the appearance of fhe ‘‘ Breeches 
Bible,” have been productive of greet fun 
or fury, according as the individuals con- 
cerned were affected; but they have not 
resulted im the immense losses which have 
been occasioned by carelessness in punctua- 
tion. Since the art of printing was in- 
vented there has been no loss comparable 
to that sustained by the United States 
Government in 1885, when the misplace- 
ment of a comma led to its losing about 
two million dollars. The mistake occurred 
in a Tarrff Act. A section in it specified 
certain products that were to be admitted 
free of duty. Among those mentioned 
were “all foreign fruit-plants,” meaning 
plants for transplanting, propagation or 
experiment. A clerk, in copying the bill, 
changed the hyphen in the compound word 
” fruit-plants ” te a comma, thus making 
it read: “All fruit, plants,” ete. The 
consequence of his blunder was that for 
a year, until Congress was able to rectify 
the error, all oranges, lemons, grapes and 
other foreign frnit imported into the 
States were admitted duty free.

PROPOSED PACT REJECTED 


This Foch memorandum, aithough pressed 

severely by the hrench, did not commend itself 
to either the British or the Americans, who 
both thought that it could never lead to the 
creation of a really independent national con- 
sciousness in the separated territory, as the 
French believed, and that it would only tend 
to exasperate German nationalism, __ Britain 
was not prepared to take a share in the ' per- 
manent’ occupation of the zone, although 
Clemenceau explained that “a single British 
flag was all he needed.” The British and 
American counter-proposal was the offer of a 
pact promising France immediate military as- 
sistanve in the event of unprovoked aggression 
by Germany, This proposed pact was re 
jected I~ the United States, and in conse- 
quence the British gaaranice also lapsed. 
But betore the rejection of the propoasd 
pact by the United States; and before the Ver- 
sailles Treaty was signed by Germany, the 
French took it for an accepted fact, and agreed 
to limit the occupation of the Rhimeland to a 
period of fifteen years, to guarantee that Ger- 
many would honour her part under the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. lt was also a » and ac- 
cepted by Germany, that the Rhineland zone 
was ‘to dennitarised, and that the zone 
should comprise not only the left bank, but 
also a fifty kilometre strip on the right bank. 
There were to be no fortifications, old or new ; 
no soldiers, and mo mobilization facilities. 
These provisions are all contained in Articles 
42, 33 and 44 of the Treaty of Versailles.

N the second stage óf the Housing 
(Financial and Miscellaneous) (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1935, in the Senate yester- 


day, 

The MINISTER FOR LOCAL GOVERN. 
MENT AND PUBLIC HEALTH (Mr. Sean T. 
O’Kelly) said that it had become necessary 
to introduce the present measure, because 
£1,400,000 provided already as grants towards 
the erection or reconstruction of houses up to 
Slst March, 1957, had been exhausted, and 
provision had to be made for a further sum 
of £700,000 to meet the grants to be made 
to private persons and public utility societies 
who erect or reconstruct houses before April 
lst, 1937. 

The Minister said that in the last three 
and a half years 12,150 new houses had been 
completed, and 4.538 existing houses had been 
reconstructed. He was also able to record 
that 16,308 houses had been constructed by 
local authorities. 

Mr. FARREN said that while they all wel- 
comed the making available of £700,000 for 
housing, he was not satisfied with the rate 
of housing progress in Dublin. They had 
been hampered, and at the moment, owing 
to insufficient money, a new town that would 
provide accommodation for ten thousand 
people was not being completed. 


PRESIDENT’S BROADCAST 
Mr. O'FARRELL said that they were in- 


clined to hoast a little too much about what 
they had done in the way of housing. In his 
broadcast on the previous day the President 
had beasted that since 1952 33,000 houses 
had heen erected, but in Birmingham 40,000 
had been built in that period. In fact, any 
one city in England had built more houses 
since the war than the whole of the Free 
State. Leeds Corporation had embarked on 
a five-year scheme involving £14,500,000. To 
his knowledge the money made available here 
was not always spent with the care and sur- 
veillance that was necessary. Grants had 
been given where they should not have been 
given because of the faulty type of housing 
being erected. 

In one scheme not far from Dublin grants 
were given where no cround ventilation was 
provided and where the garden came right 
up to the back door without any concrete 
yard. The tenants had had to make a path 
to the front door. There were other schemes 
like that, and, although the Minister’s de- 
partment had been notified and complaints 
made, not a single word was heard about it. 
Money for such houses was received under 
false pretences—a wicked waste of public 
money. 

Ground rents was another matter about 
which they heard a lot. He knew of an 
instance where the Dublin Corporation 
charged £9 10s. ground rent for a £715 house, 
and if the Dublin Corporation were going out 
on a scheme of profit-making in ground rents 
he did not know what was going to happen. 

Replying to Senator O'Neill, he said that 
the houses he referred to had not been built 
by the Corporation, but by a man calling 
himself a Public Utility Society. Where 
grants were made it was the duty of the 
State to see that the materials put into the 
houses were of good quality. 


THE DUTIES ON GOODS 


Mr. HONAN said that one snag in the 
working of the Small Dwellings Act was that, 
while local authorities were bound to provide 
houses with sewerage, water and other 
amenities, provision for such was not made in 
the loan. The burden, therefore, was very 
heavy on the ratepayers. 

Mr. McELLIN referred to what he termed 
the “cheap gibe” of Mr. O'Farrell about 
Mr. de Valera’s broadcast. 

Mr. JAMESON asked if a Government in- 
spection was made of any house before a 
grant was paid in respect of it. He wanted 
to know if there was any specification made 
up to the standard of which the builder or 
the house must come, and if so who gave that 
centificate. It was said that speculative 
builders were not pushing ahead as much as 
they should, and in his opinion one “of the 
reasons was the duties which were going on 
from day to day. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that, as regards the 
quality of materials used in house-bnilding, it 
was learned from witnesses at the l’rices 
Commission and other sources that the 
quality of the timber used was better than 
aver before. There was a tendency to 
exaggerate the effect of the duties on cement, 
rainwater goods, and slates. Only about ten 
per cent, of the cost of a house costing, say, 
£500 went into the cost of these materials. 
The prices of Irish slates had gone up, but in 
1952 the prices received for them had not 
permitted of the Irish quarries being worked 
economically. The duty of the local authority 
was not merely to provide for the clearance 
of the slums, but also to provide dwellings 
for the working classes. While he conceded 
that some of the large British cities had done 
as much in the matter of housing in the last 
twelve or fifteen years as had been dcne in 
the whole country here in the last ten years, 
they had to consider the factor oí the 
availability of materials. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY, Minister, in 
replying, said that, while praising the 
Dublin Corporation for what they had done, 
he was not happy at the present rate of 
progress, At the moment they were hardly 
doing more than keeping pace with natura! 
deca 

"ine regard to the allocation of houses in 
Dublin, Mr. O'Kelly said that he would like 
to leave the full power and responsibility in 
the hands of the Má authority. A number 
of years back he had received complaints, but 
recent!

HARASSING LICENCES 
AND TARIFFS 


On the second stage of the Agricultural 
Seeds Bill, 1935, 

Mr. BAXTER said that t!e licences and 
restrictions were very harassing and annoy- 
ing, and was definitely putting certain people 
under disadvantages, which they were not 
accepting gently or quietly. 

Mr. FAMESON said that the tariffs on 
the importation of flowers and shrubs had 
virtually killed any chance of this country 
being able to compete with horticulturists 
across the water, because when the flowers 
or plants were freed from the Customs they 
were useless. Now the growing of seeds 
which could be done economically here would 
depend on the views of the Minister, who 
could put on a duty when he liked. = A 
farmer's land might require a particalar class 
of seed, yet he would have 'to go up to the 
Minister and beg of him to give a licence 
to import seed which he knew was necessary 
for his land. The farmers knew their own 
business, yet the Minister was able to do 
what he liked with the whole seed problem. 


LIKE A RUSSIAN BILL 


If the farmers did not object to the bill 
there was nothing more fof him to say, but 
the bill showed what the country was coming 
to. There would be a disaster if all foreign 
seeds were not allowed in, for there would 
be no means of improving the breeds. 

No matter how good might be the Depart- 
ment’s intentions, he would prefer to trust 
the sense of the Irish farmer. The bill was 
the most extraordinary one that ever had 
been brought in, and was exactly the kind of 
one he would expect a Russian Minister to 
introduce. 

Mr. WILSON said that the Minister already 
had all the power that the bill purported to 
give, and he thought that the purpose of the 
bill was to codify existing legislation. He 
imported seed ‘wheat annually, and he had 
never met with any trouble in getting it 
through the Customs. He was sure that the 
Minister for Agriculture would never refuse 
a licence for the importation of seeds when 
they were necessary for the development of 


crops. 
EXPORT OF SEED 
POTATOES 

The MINISTER (Dr. RYAN) said that 
there would be no necessity for an incrg¢ase 
in the number of imspectors for the admihis- 
tration of the bill. They were exporting 
seed potatoes now in a commercial way to at 
least six or eight countries. This was a 
business that was increasing rapidly, and they 
were getting a great name in three continents 
lor it. 


IMPOSITION OF DUTIES 


The Report stage of the Imposition of 
Duties (Confirmation of Order) Bill, 1936, was 
passed. 

Om the final stage, 

Mr. COUNIHAN asked the Minister for 
Finance to consider some way of iristituting 
an inquiry into the position of the farmers in 
County Dublin; The farmers were in a bad 
way, but the agricultural workers were even 
worse off. In Cork the other day they had 
municipal workers who were receiving 55s. 
and 60s. a week asking for an increase of 10s. 

It seemed to him that nobody bore the 
burden of the economic war but the farmers 
and the agricultural labourers.

FELL OVERBOARD 
IN LIFFEY 


DEATH DUE TO HEART 
FAILURE

A verdict of death from heart failure and 
exhaustion following immersion in the River 
Liffey was hárd by a juty at an inquest 
in ublin yesterday on Captain Robert 
Tyrrell, aged 50 years, of the s.s; Glencullen, 
who fell overboard when the" vessel was 
passing down the river on Monday evening. 

John Brennan, the chief officer, who was at 
the wheel at the time, said that they were 
travelling at about seven or eight knots 
down the river near the North Wall 
extension when he suddenly saw the captain 
disappearing over the rail. Tyrrell had been 
standing smoking on the port side when he 
suddenly took a fit of coughing, as if a piece 
of tobacco had got into his throat, The rail 
was not more than four feet high and it was 
possible that he hai overbalanced. The 
vessel was “ travelling light,” and there was 
a slight slope on the deck. 

Edward Magennis, « sailor on board, said 
that he was washing the deck when he heard 
the chief officer’s shout. A boat was lowered 
at once, and when they reached the captain 
he was struggling in the water, but seemed 
exhausted. In the meantime the s.s. Admiral 
had also drawn alongside, and, efter taking 
him aboard, brought him back to the dock, 
where an ambulance and a doctor were wait- 


ing. 

Robert Tyrrell, junior, of “ Alroy,”’ Barn- 
hill road, Dalkey, said that his father was a 
heavy man, weighing about 15 stones, and 
had never had a day's illness in his life. He 
bad never been able to swim. 

Dr. Terence O'Donnell said that the man 
was dead on admission to Jervis Street 
Hospital. As a result of a post-mortem 
examination, he discovered that there was 
marked fatty degeneration of the heart, and 
in his opinion death was not due to drown- 
ing, but to heart failure and exhaustion. It 
was possible from the man’s condition, he 
said, that he had taken a sudden weakness 
and fallen overboard. 

The jury added a rider that the occurrence 
was purely accidental. 


ELDERLY MAN’S FALL

STRUCK HEAD AGAINST

How Edward Clarendon, 84 years of age, 
fell in his garden and struck his head against 
a stone, sustaining fatal injuries, was de- 
scribed at an inquest in Dun Laoghaire yester-. 
day. The accident occurred-early oh Tuesday 
afternoon, and he was found to be dead on 
admission to St. Michael's Hospital. 

Mrs. Clarendon, of Lindhurst, Tivoli 
terrace, Kast, Dun Laoghaire, said that her 
husband had suffered from heart trouble for 
some time, but otherwise had been in quite 
food health. At about half-past twelve o1 

uesday she was standing in the kitchen. 
when " & saw him go out to the garden with 
a jug.of water in his hand to water the 

owers. Suddenly she saw two youths run 
past him towards the front gate. He seemed 
to dart forward, and she saw him stumble 
and fall forward, striking his head against 
the wall. When she reached him she found 
a sharp stone on the ground and a deep wound 
on his head, from which blood was flowing. 
The boys did not touch him at all, but ran 
away as fast as they could, and as far as she 
could see the mishap was completely 
accidental. i 

Frank Brandon, who lives in the next house, 
gave evidence of having chased the boys as 
they passed across his garden. They vaulted 
the wall into Mr. Clarendon’s garden, and as 
they passed the old man he seemed to fall 
forward. 

Two youths described how they took a 
short cut from a field to the road. They 
vaulted into Mr. Clarendon’s garden and ran 
out through the front gate. Neither of them 
knew that there had been an accident till 
sometime afterwards. 

Dr. Roche, house surgeon at St. Michael's 
Hospital, said that Mr. Clarendon was dead 
on admission. There was a long, jagged 
wound in the scalp, exposing the bone, brt 
the skull was not fractured. Death, in his 
opinion, was due to shock and heart failure. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medica! evidence, and exonerated 
the youths from blame.

PROBLEMS 


ELECTRICITY FROM 
PEAT?

THE SECOND THOUGHTS 
OF MINISTERS 


—— ——_

[The following critical appreciation of 
the Free State Government's efforts to 
promote the use o © pe fuel was written 
prior to the official announcement that 
coal importers and retailers would be com- 
pellel to supply certain proportions of 
peat to ther clients.) 


URING a recent discussion of the 
Government’s many-sided efforts to 
develop the use of peat fuel, a well- 
known Dublin scientist intervened with the 
somewhat unexpected question—‘‘Do you 
realise that mulk, as it comes irom the cow, 
contains something like 50 per cent. more 
solid matter than is contained in the average 
Irish bog!” Kven to those of us who were 
sadly familiar with the elusive habits of the 
Bog of Allen, the suggestion seemed, for the 
moment, incredible. ut another moment's 
reflection, confirmed by reference to a con- 
venient ‘‘ Britannica,’’ banished our doubts. 
The professor was right. In every 100 pounds 
weight of average fresh milk there are 12 
pounds of solids. In every 100 pounds of 
peat, as it lies in the bog, the average of 
solids is somewhere in the region of eight 
sounds. Or, if we invert the proposition, we 
find that 100 pounds of bog peat contains 
92 pounds of water, while an — weight 
of new milk yields only 88 poun 
Fundamentally that is the formidable 
hysical factor with which scientists have so 
ong wrestled more or less vainly, and on 
which many apparently promising peat enter. 
prises have foundered. 


MINISTERS’ DISCOVERIES 


Having tackled problems of bog utilisation 
with characteristic energy it is now evident 
that Mr. Lemass and his colleagues and 
advisers have made certain discoveries, and 
decided that it is necessary for them to 
“think again !’’ As notable evidence of such 
“second thoughts,” we have the recent 
statement of Mr. Lemass that his mind 1s 
now turning from crude and slapdash we agg? 
ments to new and more promising methods of 
transferring the latent heat of our big peat 
deposits to the factory and the urban fire- 
grate. By ‘‘burming the bog where its 
born,” turning its calories into electric cur. 
rent, and sending its resultant power and 
heat by cable to Dublin and elsewhere, two 
fundamental!y important economies are 4!- 
ready in sight. By using tried modern means 
of combustion (the gas producer, instead of 
the boiler grate) the most costly stages ot 
drying processes may be entirely eliminated ; 
and heavy outlays on handling and transport 
(first “in bulk” and then in distribution to 
the retail purchaser) may also disappear. 


CONCURRENT 
EXPERIMENTS 


In the face of such proven achievements, 
questions arise of why the Government 
is now engaged on the development of at least 
three other types of peat experiment—namely 
(1, the State-financed operations of the Turf 
Development Board in hand-cutting, air- 
drying, and transport of sacks of sods to more 
or less distant points; (2) similarly State- 
managed operations in machine-cutting and 
macerating operations at Turraun for (mainly) 
the Dublin market, and (3) the partially 
State-controlled operations in briquette manu- 
facturing at Lullymore, near Edenderry, by 
the Peat Fuel Company. 


TRIAL AND ERROR 


Several conceivable answers may be forth. 
coming. To justify the hand-cutting and 
“bagging '” scheme, it may be pleaded that 
it was desirable for Ministers to gain first- 
hand practical experience of peat manufac. 
turing and marketing; or that the need for 
giving employment outweighed every othe: 
consideration. But now that the experiment 
has admittedly failed to achieve its declared 
purposes, it is permissible to ask why. the 
lessons of Turraun were not earlier 


a! 


taken to heart; and to reflect that 
money sunk in _ hand-cutting 
would have provided equally convemient, anc 
really ah employment on road-making 
and maintenance. On balance it would 
seem to be difficult to find post hoc justifica- 
tion for such obviously hasty and crude ex- 
pedients ! 


RECORDED EXPERIENCE 


By contrast it is much easier to justify the 
Government’s decision to carrv on Sir John 
Griffith's big undertaking at Turraun as the 
alternative to the abandonment of a twenty- 
year-old enterprise, in which something like 
£100,000 has been sunk, and from which 
much varied and accurately recorded experi- 
ence has been gained. The really puzzling 
question is why the prestige and resources 
of the State were not employed to reinforce 
and extend the ramifications of an enterprise 
which had proven itself to he scientifically 
and economically sound, rather than to initiate 
a costly experiment which was based only on 
wild and uninformed guesswork. Now it is 
only possible (and, i rumours be at all 
justified, necessary) to express the hope that 
future operations at Turraun may be de- 
veloped on the sound bases of experience, 
rather than be founded on highly speculative 
departures, or on well-intentioned efforts to 
provide salaries and wages! 


A PEAT BRIQUETTE 
FACTORY 


In a different, though closelv allied, field 
of experiment we then have the Peat Fuel 
Company's enterprise near Edenderry, in 
which control rests with a directorate which 
—under Lord Glenavy’s chairmanship—is re- 
presentative partly of private interests and 
partly of State departments. © Founded on 
Continental practice, and supported by a 
well-known firm of British machinery manu- 
facturers, the Lullymore scheme presents 
several notable departures from methods 
which have yet been tred out on Trish bogs. 

These departures may be briefly set out 
under four main headings. First, the bog is 
to be “saved” by horizontal, instead of 
vertical, methods of cutting. Raw material 
is to be raked, by specially designed 
mechanically-driven harrows, off the bog sur- 
face in successive layers, instead of being 
cut from verticai} bog faces. Secondly, 
specially designed ‘‘1egenerative’’ methods 
of rapid artificial drying are to be employed. 
Thirdly, the percentage of water to be re- 
tained in the raw material will he substantially 
higher than is required for other peat fuel 
processes. thus eliminating the most tedious 
and costly features of drying processes. 
And, fourthly, the raw material so recovered 
and partially dried will be subjected to such 
pressure as to produce unalloyed peat 
briquettes of approximately the same hard- 
ness and density as household coal, 


IRISH AND CONTINENTAL 
BOGS 


From such a rough outline of the main 
principles of the new process it is evident 
that the undertaking gives welcome testi- 
mony of courage and genuine enterprise. 
Should no unexpected difficulty arise from 
the structure of Irish, as distinguished from 
Continental, bogs, or from technicians’ failure 
to appraise other peculiarly local elements in 
the situation, there would seem to be reason- 
able hope that the citizens of Dublin may 
soon find it possible to employ peat fuel on 
liberal] scales without sacrifice of comfort, or 
the need for specially designed furnaces or 
fire-grates. 

Nevertheless, certain facts and possibilities 
must be kept in view if further public dis- 
appointment is not to foster dangerous 
feelings of disillusionment. The well-attested 
inciple that “ the bog may humoured, 
ut cannot be hurried” is unlikely to be 
overcome any eupetint, however novel 
or ingenious. And well-established. ex- 
rience has taught us. 
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PEAT POWER STATIONS? 
A final word only by way of advertence 
to Mr. Lemass’s new conception of “'burn- 
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seems highly probable, the final solution of 
our big bog problem lies in the establish- 
ment of peat-fired power stations, are we 
to conclude that big private and public 
outlays at Turraun and Lullymore represent 
mere waste of capital? Must we even 
write of the efforts of Mr. Barton and 
Mr. Andrews. and their colleagues on the 
Turf Development Board, as sheer and ir- 
recoverable losses? Not, one hopes, by 
any means! Overhead wires apart, there 
will remain a big field for native fuel con- 
sumption; and, when we get to work on our 
peat-fired generating stations, we shall be 
much wiser, though possibly 
sadder, advocates of native power resources. 
Satisfied to complete our education in the 
bitter school of experience, we may survive 
to be grateful not only to the big and far- 
seeing men who showed us the main high- 
way, but possibly to have a stray word or 
two of gratitude for others who showed us 
“how not to do it!”

In his speech in 
the Senate yesterday Mr. Douglas also 
put forward this opinion, but from a 
different angle. He does not agree that 
the religious minority, as such, is tle most 
concerned in the change; for he holds 
that it has nothing to fear from the 
majority. He pleads, however, for the 
comparatively few people who are un- 
willing to attach themselves to either of 
the two principal parties, 
members of every sect. These people, he 
says, can be of great value to the Free 
State, and the absence of university seats 
will mean that they can no longer find 
expression in the Dail. 

Senator Douglas made an interesting 
speech in defence of this minority, but 
even more interesting was the letter which 
he quoted in support of his plea. In it 
the writer—not a member of the religious 
minority—gave his reasons for deploring 
the extinction of the university seats. He 
could not ally himself, he said, with the 
organised political parties; for, although 
they differed on many points, they were 
agreed jin their pursuit of the ‘‘ Gaelic 
State,” which was no more than a figment 
of the imagination.

Venizelos 
Eleutherios Venizelos’s place. in world 
history may be difficult to determine ; but 
there can be no doubt that he was the 


architect of modern Greece. He probably | 


was the greatest statesman that has been 
and, like 
Masaryk, of Czechoslovakia, he played a 
part in the political conduct of the World 
War that was altogether out of proportion. 
to the importance of the interests which he 
represented. By sheer force of personality 
Masaryk compelled the world to pay heed 
to the cause of the Czechs and Slovaks, 
who, .but for his advocacy, might have 
been forgotten; and, similarly, Venizelos 
thrust Greece into the forefront of world 
affairs at'a time when the Great Powers 
were squabbling ‘furiously among them- 
selves, The main difference between the 
two men was that, whereas Masaryk earned 
the everlasting gratitude of his people— | 
and at the age of eighty-six to-day remaims 
their supreme hero—Venizelos became a 
party politician after his great work was 
completed, and died in exile, a dis- 
appointed man. All his life Eleutherios 
Venizelos was a rebel. He took part in 
the Cretan revolt against the Turks fifty 
years ago, and only last year was mainly 
responsible for another insurrection in his 
native island. Between these two events 
he rendered enormous service to the Greek 
State. He became Prime Minister a few 
years before the war, engineered the 
famous Balkan League, which was destined 
to play such a decisive part in world 
affairs, and, when the Great War broke 
out, found himself at loggerheads with his 
own King. Constantine had been placed 
on the Throne of Greece very largely 
through the efforts of Venizelos; but on 
the outbreak of war his wife, who was the 
German Kaiser’s sister, exerted a strong 
influence on him, with the result that he 
dismissed Venizelos, who saw clearly that 
Greece’s only hope of survivab lay in rn 
alliance with the Entente Powers. In 
1916 he brought about the Salonika revolt, 
which ended in the entry of Greece into 
the War on the Allies’ side, 
War ended Mr. Lloyd George rewarded 
his efforts by the grant of huge tracts of 
territory to the Greek State.

If that English weekly which is the 
arbiter of taste in matters of humour were 
to compile a list of “ expressions for which 
we have no further use, the phrase, ' un- 
parliamentary language,’ could not fail to 
find a place in it. Whatever the claims of 
legislative assemblies to set a standard of 
clear and polished expression may have 


been in our fathers’ day, they scarcely

YESTERDAY'S COUNCIL MEETING 


From Ovr Sprecrat REPRESENTATIVE. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 


The case against Germany before the 
Council of the League of Nations is now 
virtually complete. France and Belgium 
delivered their indictment on Saturday. 
It was followed yesterday by speeches on 
behalf of Russia and Chile, together with 
an ‘“‘explanation ” by the Turkish repre- 
sentative, which may or may not be 
regarded as a presentation of his country’s 
point of view. To-day the delegates from 
eight other nations—Great Britain, Italy, 
Poland, the Argentine, Denmark, Spain, 
Rumania and Portugal—delivered their 
opinions. Ecuador also occupies a seat 
on the Council, but is considered unlikely 
to speak. Assuming, therefore, that the 
Turkish delegate has no intention of 
adding a set speech to his explanation, 
and that the representative for Australia, 
being Chairman of the Council, cannot 
speak on either side, it looks as if the 
case is complete. 

_ The unanimous sentiment of, the Council 
is that Germany has violated the Treaty 
of Versailles and the Treaty of Locarno. 

Mr. Edwards, the representative for 
Chile, has insisted, indeed, that he will 
not vote on any formal motion of con- 
demnation until the Council has obtained 
an advisory opinion from the Permanent 
Court of International Justice; but the 
issue will not be affected by his abstention. 
Italy also has made reservations, as was 
generally expected, but the entire senti- 
ment of the smaller States is opposed to 
Germany’s action.

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speakers from that distance. A _ loud- 
speaker was pouring forth. Mr. Eden’s 
words at my side, but from where I sat 
there was virtually nothing to suggest . to 
the eye that he was speaking at all. Mr. 
Eden makes chúm é little use of his 
lips in speaking, and most of that little 
is hidden by his substantial moustache, 

I remember the strange effect produced 
in the early days of sound films by a 
break-down of the sound apparatus, when 
the characters on the screen went on 
mouthing though no words emerged. The 
effect to-day, in spite of the amplifier at 
my elbow, was not dissimilar, and was 
heightened by the fact that Mr. lkden 
turned almost violently as he spoke from 
one side to the other . 

The British representative did not speak 
for long. He repeated his Government’s 
view that ‘‘a patent and incontestable 
breach of the provisions of the Treaty of 
Versailles relating to the demilitarised 
zone has been committed.’’ He recom- 
mended the Council to come to a similar 
conclusion, and to notify the finding to 
the Powers signatory of the Locarno 
Treaty. But the League had another 
duty. ‘‘ We must keep steadily before us 
our ultimate aim and our supreme respon- 
sibility, which is to preserve peace and to 
establish good understanding among the 
nations of Europe.’’ The present ques- 
tion concerned not a few Powers only, but 
all who value the sanctity of treaty under- 
takings and the reign of law in inter- 
national affairs. The structure of inter- 
national] law must be maintained, and also 
the peace of the nations. 


GERMAN INCONSISTENCY 

Thus far Mr. Eden had followed faith- 
fully the British via media. He went on 
to tlk sternly to Germany. ‘‘ The German 
‘'.-ornment will, surely, recognise with 
c-aer Governments that confidence de- 
pends ona belief in the sanctity of 
treaties, and that the unilateral repudia- 
tion of treaties can only nullify the object 
wh@h they maintain they have in view.” 
Hence, he said, Britain’s request that the 
German Government should make a 
“gesture ” in the Rhineland zone. 

Finally, the Foreign Secretary delivered 
his Government’s caveat. ‘* There are, two 
elements in the present situation of which 
advantage may, we hope, be taken in the 
work of appeasement and reconstruction. 
In the first place, the breach, however 
plain, does not carry with it ahy imminent 
threat of hostilities, and has not involved 
that immediate action for which in cer- 
tain circumstances the Treaty of Locarno 
provides. In the second place, an eppor- 
tunity is provided for the construction and 
reconstruction of international life ‘ on the 
basis of undertakings above the signatures 
of those assuming them.’ ”’ 

The Council must examine the situation 
in the light: of the provisions of the 
Covenant. “It is. essential not merely 
that peace shajl be maintained to-day, 
but that the spectre of war shall be 
exorcised for the future.” All nations 
must contribute to the restoration of in- 
ternational con‘idence, and to the creation 
of security, and His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment will play its full part. 


NO PERILOUS STEPS 


BRITAIN WILL NOT JOIN 
WAR

ITALY’S DELEGATE 


Signor Grandi is probably the most 
attractive figure at the Council meeting. 
His unusual beard marks him out from 
the rest; his looks are courtly, and he is, 
to all appearances, a person of consider- 
able yood humour. Watching him, 1 
could believe that his personal influence 
must have done much to lighten the ten- 
sion between Great Britain and Italy on 
the matter of sanctions. 

He spoke clear French, though mani- 
festly the French of a foreigner, and his 
speech was phrased with a fine and, 
erhaps, slightly cynical courtesy which 
his predecessors had not essayed. 

Italy, he said, is fully conscious of her 
responsibilities under the Locarno Treaty, 
ai faithful to her undertakings. 
“ Is is evident, on the other hand, that, 
as a result of the decisions and measures 
taken at Geneva in regard to the Italo- 
Ethiopian dispute, the States which have 
adopted them cannot expect from my 
country the application of measures which 
would be incompatible with the position 
in which those same States have placed 
Italy. I should be failing to discharge my 
responsibilities if I did not draw the atten- 
tion of the Council to the contradiction 
that exists between the position of a 
country subjected to a system of sanctions 
and the task which falls to it as a 
guarantor Power.”’ 


OBLIGATIONS CLEAR 


The obligations of the Locarno States, 
continued Signor Grandi, are clear and 
definite. They must make sure that Europe 
will not be still more gravely divted and 
weakened by the present crisis. 

They must not ignore the factors which 
have contributed to the present situation, 
and, in particular, one factor. ‘‘ It is the 
weakening of the political bases of the 
Treaty of Locarno as a result of the deci- 
sions and measures taken at Geneva with 
regard to the Italo-Ethiopian dispute, 
measures whose injustice has been pro- 
foundly felt by the whole Italian nation. 

The Locarno agreements meant peace, 
collaboration and confidence between the 
Western Powers, a peace to which the two 
guarantor Powers—providing thereby an 
example perhaps unique in history— 
offered their firm and solid support with- 
out deriving any compensation therefrom. 


“COLONIAL DISPUTE” 

It is regrettable, proceeded Signor 
Grandi, that during recent months the 

litical bases on which the guarantees of 
pene rested have been so seriously dis- 
turbed. During recent months the peace 
of Europe has been placed at the mercy of 
a colonial dispute which might, and 
should, have been maintained in its right 

roportions, but “which, on the contrary,

LEUTHERIOS VENIZELOS, “grand 
old man ” of Greek politics, revolu- 
tionary nearly all his life, and the Prime 
Minister, who was responsible for the 
entry of Greece into the War on the side 
of the Allies, died in Paris yesterday at 


He first came into conflict with the | 
existing Government in the 1896 revolt of 
the island of Crete, where he was born in 
1864 of comparatively humble parents, 
when he helped to secure the island’s in- 
dependence .from its then Turkish over- 
lords. Battleships hurried to the island. 
The headquarters of Venizelos were 
shelled. The rebels were defeated, and 
Venizelos, hated by the political majority, 
was forced to flee for his life. 

Nearly fifty years later history re- 
peated itself in almost identical terms. 
Venizelos again led a rebellion in Crete. 


M. VENIZELOs, 


Again his house was shelled—though this 
time from the air—and again he was 
forced to flee for his life. , 

The first insurrection, however, finally 
succeeded. Crete gained her autonomy 
and Eleutherios became a national hero. 
With the union of Crete to the Kingdom 
of Greece, in 1908, Venizelos became one 
of the Council of Three to whom control 
was entrusted. 


PREMIER 


Venizelos first landed in Greece in 
January, 1910. Within eight months he 
had been appointed Prime Minister. Hav- 
ing restored the Crown Prince Constan- 
tine to the position of Commander-in- 
Chief, from which he had been driven in 
the previous year, and set the Greek poli- 
tical house in order, he turned his atten- 
tion to the formation of a Balkan League. 
He also reconstructed the Greek Army, 
Navy and police force, and inaugurated a 
new and moderate foreign policy. 

The outbreak of the World War in 1914 
brought him once more into conflict with 
the Monarchy. Venizelos saw at once that 
the interest of Greece lay in joining the 
But King Constantine, who had 
succeeded to the Throne on the assassina- 
tion of King George, had been trained in 
the German Army, in which he held the 
Moreover, he was 
married to the Kaiser’s sister. Venizelos 
was dismissed. He left Greece for Crete 
in September, 1916, later leading the 
Salonika revolution. A provisional govern- 
ment was proclaimed there. The boycott 
of Athens by the Allies followed, and the 
following year saw the exile of King 
“ Tino.” Greece entered ‘the war on the 
side of the Allies, and when peace came 
Venizelos secured for her substantial gains. 

Then came an unexpected blow. . At the 
election of 1920 he was overwhelmed. Con- 
stantine returned to the Throne and 
Venizelos went into retirement. Two years 
later, however, he was recalled. King 
Constantine again went into exile, and 
Venizelos became Prime Minister. His 
health shattered, he tendered his resigna- 
tion to the Regent. In less than two 
months George II. had been dethroned and 
Greece had been proclaimed a republic. 

For four years Venizelos retired from 
politics, but he returned to the stage again 
in 1928 to challenge the financial policy of 
the Government. It was not long before 
he had taken over the reins of power, and 
embarked on á period of renewed activity 
in the realm of international affairs. An 
Italo-Greek pact of friendship was signed 
the same year, and a similar pact with 


Yugoslavia in 1929. 
GRECO-TURKISH PACT 


An even more important contribution to 
peace in the Near East was, however, the 
Greco-Turkish Pact, a treaty of commerce 
and navigation, and a treaty for the limita- 
tion of naval armaments between Turkey 
and Greece. 

In 1931 Venizelos made a hurried and 
successful tour of thes™uropean capitals, 
including London, to arrange matters con- 
nected with Greece’s externa] debt. 

Venizelos became Prime Minister of 
Greece for the eighth time in January, 
1935, but was ousted following a coup 
d’état by General Plastiras. Hé retired 
from politics till the dramatic second 
Cretan insurrection last year. pro 
Republican in character and designed to 
prevent the restoration of King George II. 
The revolt failed and Venizelos fled for his 
life to Paris, where he has lived ever 
since. 

When King George was finally restored 
in November last the King granted an 
amnesty to Venizelos and all his colleagues 
in the revolt, though it cost him a clash 
with the late General Condylis, the 
“ King maker,’’ who had secured King 
George’s return. 

In the recent elections Venizelos’s party 
gained a majority, but their leader said 
that he had had enough of politics and 
refused to return to lead his party. 


WIFE’S FORTUNE 


His wife was born in England, and 
inherited a third share of the fortune of 
more than £2,000,000 left by her father, 
the late Mr. J. 8. Schilizzi, a Greek, who 
settled in London as a boy and became 
naturalised. They met when M. Venizelos 
came to England after the War, and were 
married when he was a political refugee 
in London. Part of her father’s estate 
went to her brother, Mr. Schilizzi. She 
was with M. Venizelos when he fled after 
last’ year’s revolt. Before her marriage, 
when M. Venizelos was Premier, Miss 
Schilizz Mail for the Greek nation a 
house in Mayfair for use as a Legation.

Pennsylvania is the hardest hit of the 
States. There the floods have invaded 
Pittsburg, the big steel city. The famous

isolated. 


LEAP INTO WATER 


At Etna, in the suburbs, a fire which 
burnt out a nut and bolt company’s plart 
spread to eleven adjacent homes, from the 
upper storeys of which frantic people 
leaped into six feet of water, preferring to 
take a chance of death by drowning to 
being burned alive. Seven people were 
injured in this way. 

Explosion after explosion rocked the 
town, and thousands fled in panic. One 
house crowded with refugees blew up and 
thirty people were injured, some of them 
seriously. The situation to-night in other 
areas is:— 

Rivermen predict that 30,000 people in 
Wheeling, Virginia, will be homeless by 
to-morrow. The Ohio River is threatening 
to reach its highest flood level in’ the 
history of the city. . 

The officer in charge of the Naval 
Reserve Radio Unit at Johnstown has 
wirelessed: “ The dam is breaking. The 
town will be wiped out. .Our station is 
moving to higher ground.”’

BUT 5,300,000 STILL NEED 
HELP IN U.S.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

President Roosevelt to-day asked Con- 
gress to appropriate 1,500,000,000 dollars 
(£500,000,000) for relief work in the next 
Government year, beginning July 1. 

In a special Message to Congress the 
President proposed that the new funds 
should go entirely to the Works Progress 
Administration. ‘‘ The trend of re-employ- 
ment is upward, but at the present rate of 
progress is inadequate,’’ the President 
added. ‘‘I, therefore, propose that we 
ask private business to extend its opera- 
tions to absorb an increasing number of 
unemployed. If employment gains are 
substantial enough no additional appro- 
priation by next Congress for the fiscal 
year 1937 will be necessary.” 

The President said there were at present 
approximately 5,500,000 families and un- 
attached persons*in need of some form of 
public assistance. Of these, 3,800,000 
families and unattached persons were on 
the works programme, and the other 
1,500,000 on the local State relief rolls.

EFFECT OF YESTERDAY’S DECISION IN 
THE SENATE

Even though the Senate yesterday de- 
cided to insist on its amendments to the 
Constitution (Amendment No. 23) Bill— 
that is, the bill for the abolition of uni- 
versity representation in the Dail—the 
measure has now marked another stage in 
its progress towards the Statute Book. 
The position is that after sixty days from 
the last date upon which it was sent to 
the Senate it may, by resolution of the 
Dail, be ‘‘deemed ” to have passed both 
Houses of the Oireachtas. The sixty days’ 
period will expire on the 5th of next 
month, and any time after that the 
‘deeming '” motion may be moved. As 
the Sth of April is Palm Sunday the Dail 
will not be in session, but it may be ex- 
pected that the motion will be on the 
Order Paper for the first day on which it 
sits after the Easter vacation.

It may be taken that no time will be 
lost in putting this motion through. In 
view of the possibility of an early general 
election it is important that certain other 
matters in connection with the change- 
over of the university voters to the ordi- 
nary list should be done as soon as pos- 
sible. It is necessary that a transitional 
measure should be passed to validate the 
votes of university electors in their ordi- 
nary constituencies. Those who have the | 
requisite qualifications will be registered 
in the constituencies in which they reside, 
and those who are domiciled outside the 
Free State will, naturally, lose the 
franchise altogether. The transitional 
legislation is mecessary in the possible 
event of a general election taking place 
between the passing of the bill and the 


issue of the regular voting lists in June.

CORK, Wednesday Night. 


*ORK is relieved to-night on the eve 
of what was feared would be one of 
the greatest crises in its history. Some- 
what dramatically, while the citizens were 
anxiously awaiting. the enforcement to- 
morrow morning of an order of the City 
Manager, Mr. P. Monahan, to cut off 
normal supplies of water, which would 
bring virtually the whole industrial life 
of the city to a standstill and render some 
10,000 persons workless, came the welcome 
announcement that a Department of 
Industry and Commerce official would 
arrive in Cork: to-morrow to investigate 
the dispute, and endeavour to bring the 
parties together in conference. 

Following a telephone message’ from the 
Department, this news was broken to a 
meeting of the special committee of the 
Aldermen of the Cork Corporation which 
was appointed to deal with the strike 
threat by 300 municipal workers in 
furtherance of their demand for an increase 
of ten shillings weekly, bringing their 
basic wage up to 64s. 

It was announced to-night that the men 
have agreed to postpone strike action 
until the result of the conference is 
known. 


A RESPITE 


The aldermen decided, after a meeting 
lasting one and a half hours, to cancel 
the order for water rationing. For the 
montent, at any rate, Cork will not suffer 
the hardships that would follow a restric- 
tion of water; but the main question 
whether the strike-threat will be put into 
effect on Friday next still is in abeyance. 

It was stated to-day by Mr. P. Hickey,

| Branch of the Irish Transport and General 


Workers’ Union, that the men will not 
accept arbitration as a means of settle- 
ment, and will come out on Friday evening 
if their claims are not met. 

A new, and serious, aspect of the situa- 
tion as it exists is provided by the dis- 
closure that the members of Cork Fire 
Brigade belong to the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, and that, 
although they are not parties to the 
dispute, they would be called out on Friday 
in the event of a strike. The cessation of 
Fire Brigade and ambulance services 
would in itself be a grave matter, 
affecting not only Cork City, but the 
Counties of Cork, Kerry and Waterford 
over large areds in which the Brigade 
operates.

FIRM’S FEARS 


One of those firms is Messrs. Beamish 
and Crawford, the well-known brewers, 
where roughly one hundred and fifty hands 
will be disemployed by a Corporation 
strike. The secretary to the company told 
me that they had been brewing in Cork 
for one hundred and forty years, and if a 
supply of yeast failed in consequence of a 
suspension of brewing they might never 
be able to recover the quality of their 
again, apart altogether from the 
advantage that would be gained for their 
competitors outside. That would certainly 
happen, he said, if a strike deprived them 
of water for any length of time. 

This firm has spent a considerable 
amount of money in an effort to secure an

\sked for his views on the situation, 
Mr. J. J. Horgan, President of the Cork 
Chamber of Commerce and Shipping, said 
that they could do no more than await 
developments, and he felt that the dispute

ARBITRATION ISSUE 


That, while the workers were prepared 
to meet and discuss the demand with any- 
one, they would not agree to arbitration, 
was the statement made to me by Mr. P. 
Hickey, the union secretary of the workers 
concerned. When they finish work on 
Friday night the strike will have started, 
unless some accommodation has been 
reached in the meantime. He added that 
at premises, such as those of Messrs. 
Henry Ford, where six hundred men are 
employed, it is the intention to endeavour 
to carry on even if the strike takes place. 

Mr. O’Connell, works manager at 
Messrs. Ford, said that they intended to 
do their best to draw water from the 
River Lee, but it would cause serious in- 
convenience, as no alternative supply had 
been prepared. 

It was learned at the Cork Gas Company 
to-da, that, although a small alternative 
supply of water was available, it would 
not be nearly sufficient for their require- 
ments, and a stoppage of municipal 
services would be serious.

COMPLAINT ABOUT 
MILK SUPPLY 


. 


T a meeting of the Dublin County 
Council, held at their offices, Parnell 
Min yesterday, Dr. J. A. Harbison 

County Medical Officer of Health, reported 
that there had been some reduction in scarlet 
fever cases. During the past month there 
were only fourteen cases, as compared with 
31 and in the previous two months, A 
prevalence of a mild type of influenza was 
indicated. in the reports of the district 
medical officers, and there had been a sharp 
epidemic of measles in Lucan and adjacent 
areas, which had necessitated the closing of 
the schools. 

Applications for 189 cottages had been 
received from Dean's Grange area. The fact 
that 81 of the applicants were living in 
premises condemned as unfit for human habi- 
tation showed the urgent need for further 
housing provision. At Ballinteer nearly fifty 
families were still living in conditions unfit 
for human beings. Dr. Harbison said that 
these reports téid how grave was the 
housing shortage in the southern part of 
County Dublin, close to the Dublin side of 
the Dun Laoghaire Borough boundaries. 

Concluding his report on housing, Dr. 
Harbison said that it would seem that any 
attempt to relieve the congestion he had 
referred to and to obtain proper accommoda- 
tion for those at present so inadequately 
housed must result in a considerable move- 
ment of the present population to areas 
further away, where it would be more pos- 
sible to acquire more extensive sites for 
cottages. 

In regard to medical school inspection, Dr. 
Harbison reported that out ef a total of 585 
children in six schools, 61 were suffering from 
malnutrition. 


A BAD AREA 


Mr. Rollins said that the housing conditions 
in the Newtownpark area were abominable. 
They should clear the people out of that area 
and put them into the 42 cottages about to be 
erected at Dean’s Grange. They should then 
acquire the sites of the condemned Newtown- 
park houses, clear them, and build new houses 
there. 

Dr. Harbison said that the Newtownpark 
area was one of the worst areas in the county. 
They might go further out altogether for 
sites. For the Dundrum applicants they had 
so far go“ only ó0 cottages. 

It was decided, on the suggestion of Mr. 
Rollins, that a deputation of the Board should 
wait on the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health to urge the erection of the 
proposed clinic in Dun Lengholen 


THE MILK SUPPLY 


Mr. John A, Flynn, Chief Veterinary In- 
spector, reported that the growth of tubercle- 
free herds was not as rapid as was expected 
twelve months: ago. So far as could be 
ascertained, there were at least 42 tubercle- 
free herds in the county. There was growing 
discontent among producers at the absence 
of regulations to protect their interests. Ad- 
vertisements had appeared in the Press, in- 
viting the public to purchase milk from herds 
alleged to be tuberculin-tested, but which, it 
had been found on inquiry, were not so tested. 
Milk vans might be seen on their daily 
rounds bearing the inscription, “ Grade A T.T. 
milk,” and purveying what was popularly 
termed “ railway milk.” 

With the passing of the Milk and Dairies 
Act, he said, it was expected that legal grad- 
ing would immediately follow, but so far 
there appeared to be no early prospect of 
this taking place. He asked the Board to 
press for suitable legislation in the interests 
of public health, 

The report was adopted.

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST

Surprise was caused in Londonderry- 
Donegal border districts to-day when it was 
learned that Victor George Love, aged 47, a 
farmer, who resided with his wife at Lis- 
fannon, Burt, County Donegal, had been 
found shot dead. 

Love, who took a prominent part im the 
affairs of the Burt Presbyterian Church, was 
well-to-do, and was highly respected in the 
district. 

This morning, it was learned, he rose at 
5.30, as was. his custom, to look after sheep 
on his farm.

“ Honour and freedom are essential for 
the formation of a country’s foreign 
policy,” declared the Fuehrer.. “‘ Í know 
that many do not like this.

But as 
we have to fight the battle at home, so 
we must fight it abroad. We had to fight 
for Germany's equality. We see the 
realities in international life, and we want 
the other nations to see the realities in 
Germany’s life. :

Sir Osmonde Grattan Esmonde, who knows 
a good deal about heraldry, inquired, as a 
member of the Committee, if they were not 
establishing a constitutional precedent in con- 
nection with the bill.’ Was it not the first 
time, he asked, that the Oireachtas was legis- 
lating in matters of heraldry? 

As regards the present Irish Parliament in 
Dublin, the question remains unanswered at 
the moment; but Mr. Sadlier was able to refer 
me to the case of the first Lord Congleton’s 
brother, in which the then Irish Parfiament 
took somewhat similar action. 


OLD IRISH PARLIAMENT 


Sir John Angustus Parnell, the third 
Baronet (his grandfather. John Parnell, re- 
mi)” Maryborough in the old Irish Par- 
iament in 1761), was deaf and dumb and a 
cripple from birth. The second Baronet was 
MP. for Que n's County, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in Ireland and a Lord of the 
Treasury, so one can quite understand how 
it came about that in 1789, twelve years 
before his death the Irish Parliament passed 
a special Act providing that the paternal 
estates should revert on his demise to the 
second son. The .apless deaf and dumb 
cripple retained the title until his death, 
when it passed to his brother, who after- 
wards became the first Baron Congleton, of 
Congleton, Cheshire, in the peerage of the 
United Kingdom. 

Speaking without laborious research, this 
seems to be the only previous case in this 
country during the last century and a half 
which approximates to the Poe case, but there 
may be closer parallels. The Office of Arms, 
where I was received with a courtesy be- 
fitting its old-world atmoschere, could not 
be expected to make the necessary research. 

Incidentally I discovered during my visit 
that in the same building in the Upper Castle 
Yard there is a very fine Heraldic Museum, 
which is open to the public without charge. 
Some day i will mai an hour or two in it 
studying arms: “ Argent, a frette sable’’ ; 
crests: “lst, on a chapeau azure, turned u 
ermine. a swallow argent; 2nd,a martlet or,” 
and things of that sort that flourished, 

““ Or ever the knightly years were gone, 
With the old world, to the grave.”

T Cork Harbour Board to-day, Mr. J. 

C. Rohan presiding, a letter was re- 

ceived from the Cork Chamber of Com- 
merce enclosing a communication from 
Messrs. O'Dwyer and Tichauer, -manufac- 
turers and importers, 1 Harbour Court, Eden 
Quay, Dublin. The letter stated that the 
firm had for twelve years been connected 
with the importation of goods into Cork, 
and had all that period been fighting a losing 
battle against the untenable conditions pre- 
vailing in the Customs clearance of foreign’ 
merchandise. New regulaticns concerning 
certificates of origin and the increasing num- 
ber of goods subject to tariffs had caused the 
situation to become worse. There had been 
thousands of cases where goods were trans- 
ferred to the  »bonde stores, with 
exorbitant charges levied on them, 
on account of slight flaws. in. the 
apers required for Customs’ entry 


The letter complained that the firm’s traffic 


to Limerick via Cork-had had to be stopped 
and orders refuséd because of the position. 
“This matter of lodging goods in the 
bonded warehouses,’’ the letter continued, 
“for all and every reason has become a 
proper racket, although strictly within the 
letter of the law. The difficulties have been 
added to by the extremely narrow views taken 
in many instances by the Cork Customs. 


A POSSIBLE, BOYCOTT 


The, letter noted that the Cork Chamber 
of Commerce iptended investigating the 
matter, and proceeded: “We know that 
you will meet with strong: resistance from 
the parties profiting -by this state of affairs, 
especially the Cork bonded warehouses, but 
we feel that you should see this matter 
through, as at the present moment traders 
in Cork. are taxed to the, extent .of. many 
thousands of — per year owing to the 

stores for Continental goods,

The Times to-day observes in an editoria) 
article:—Yesterday the League Council 


continued its examination of the complaint 


against Germany placed beforé it by the 

tench and Belgian,Governments. The 
B me was sicéinctly and admirably 
restated by the Foreign Secretary in terms 
which exactly interpret the feeling of his 
countrymen, The British Government 
have two considerable services to peace to 
their credit already—the transfer of the 
present proceedings to London and the 
inclusion of Germany in their delibera- 
tions, They have public opinion and the 
necessities of the case behind them in 
formulating a policy and a lead of their 
own as a party which is bound to share 
heavily in the consequences of any French 
or German action, and is the trustee for 
peace between them, by reason not only 
of legal obligations, but of something more. 
It has been encouraging to hear of British 
plans taking the field, whatever the risk 
of criticism or misunderstanding that 
they, like any exercise of responsibility, 
must incur. 

In France, adds The Times, the Govern- 
ment must needs ask its people to stand 
firm for French rights and French security. 
In Germany, thanks to Herr Hitler’s offer, 
and the speeches with ‘which he has 
supported it, the invocation of approval 
may be in a somewhat different key. Every 
German, as Dr. Goebbels knows, will vote 
for German equality, but Herr Hitler has 
made a point of asking as well for a vote of 
assent to his peace proposals, and the 
specific renunciations that they embody, 
and is, if he so wishes, able to give final 
proof, as well to his own country as to 
the world, of his pacific intention. It is 
the harder to believe that German feeling 
which, as he said lately, guides his policy, 
would, for example, disapprove an offer 
to the Locarno guarantors to verify by 
forma! inspection the character of the re- 
occupation, or even if he undertook to 
receive with open mind any subsequent 
suggestions. from them with regard to it. 
That would be another proof of large- 
mindedness and ‘sincerity in the cause of 
peace. It would be a practical affirmation 
of the symbolism of the Rhineland garri- 
son, and a logical acknowledgment of the 
responsibility of the guarantors, who are 
again to buttress the new Locarno which 
he offers. But, whatever the means 
eventually employed to allow negotiators 
to negotiate and a conference to confer, 
it will be an absurdity, recoiling alike 
oe all who countenance it, if an affair 
of insubstantial, if ‘intractable, prelim}- 
naries manages to bar the work of peace- 
making, which is the hope of every intel- 
ligent man and woman in Europe.

OUTBREAK OF 
MEASLES 


—-— €—— 
SUPPLIES OF SERUM 
NEEDED 

Regarding the outbreak of measles in the 
Dublin Union, Dr. W. C. Dwyer, Resident 
Medical Superintendent, reported at yester- 
duy’s meeting of the Dublin Board of Assist- 
ance that no further cases had been admitted 
to the Children’s Infirmary. There were, 
however, two further cases from the Nursery 
at Pelletstown, and running high tempera- 
tures. The position at Pelletstown, he re- 
garded as serious, in view of the fact 
that there were 338 children and infants in 
that institution. Virtually none of these 
had suffered from measles before, and, no 
serum being available, they must, con- 
sequently, be extremely liable to infection. 

uring the last outbreak of measles at 
Pelletstown the number of deaths exceeded 
60. He was extremely anxious to obtain 
serum from suitable donors, and he suggested 
that the Board should make an appeal by 
advertisement, asking adults and paahscobade 
who had suffered from measles during the 
past year to act as donors of serum for the 
use of the institution. If the donors would 
write to the Resident Medical Superintendent 
and offered their services, lie (Dr. Dwyer) 
would arrange to suit their convenience to 
have their blood taken. 

The Board decided to issue an advertise- 
nent.

e meeting had occupied four hours. 

An official communiqué issued afterwards 
stated : 

“The Committee of Four met to-day from 
12.30 p.m. to 3.30 p.m., and this evening 
from 10 p.m. to 2 a.m. 

“TH examined the draft of a general agree- 
ment, subject to the reservation of certain 
items which require further examination. 
‘Notable progress has been made.” 

It is understood that M. Flandin’s 
attitude yesterday evening in the course of 
the Conference -pleased the British delegates, 
and it was in this way that so much progress 
was able to be made. There is a very 
definite relaxation of tension. this morning. 

Reuter learns there are three points in 
the agreement reached in the conference of 
Locarno Powers. They are :— 

(1) There shall be an appeal to The Hague 
Tribunal for a decision of the Franco-Soviet 
Pact. 

(2) There shall be a demilitarised zone 
only in the German zone, policed by inter- 
national forces. . 

(5) There shall be an agreement with re- 

rd to collaboration between French and 

ritish General Staffs. 

This agreement is to be ratified by the 
British Government, and as soon as an 
answer has been communicated to the 
Locarno Powers there will be a brief meet- 
ing, after which M. Flandin expects to fly 
to Paris.
